Waite Hoyt has had a good season, 
finishing well up on the winning 
side and Leslie Joseph Bush, while 
erratic at times, won a m ajority 
of his games. Carl Mays, the under­ 
hand flinger, was not up to his 
best form and had little to do. 
It is Unlikely that Maya will be 
started in the series, and it is 
probabe that Bush, the fbrk-baU 
man may be used only In emergency 
Pennock, Jones, Shawkey and Hoyt 
appear as likely mainstays and may 
work in that order. 
An interesting sidelight in con­ 
nection with the Yankee hurling 
corps Is that every one of them 
first emerged to the limelight of 
stardom with the Boston Red Sox 
or the Philadelphia Athletics. 
Pennock, who led the American 
League pitchers through the 1923 
season, became a member of Con­ 
nie Mack’s Athletics in 1912 and 
remained with the team until 1915 
when he went to the Red 
Sox.

His pitching arm worked exception­ 
ally well this year. 
Hoyt was taken fresh from high 
school in Brooklyn in 1918 and 
made a New York Giant. He warm­ 
ed benches for McGraw and be­ 
came a Red Sox in 1919. In 1921 
he donned a Yankee uniform and 
was one of the stars of the season. 
He won 
two games and lost a 
close one in the 1921 world’s series.

(Bf the Associated Press) 
NBW YORK, Dec. 13— Comple­ 
tion of the huge Hudson River ve­ 
hicular tunnel, to connect the island 
of 
Manhattan 
with 
New 
Jersey, 
will add the twenty-third under­ 
ground artery to the great net­ 
work 
of 
subequeou8 passageways 
that 
radiate 
from 
teeming 
New 
York and which are as necessary 
to its sawarming life are are the 
arteries in man’s body. 
The underground tithes and tun­ 
nels. however, are only a part of 
the city’s 
blood 
system, 
for 
in 
addition there are 15 bridges. These 
tunnels and bridges cannot be equ- 
! ailed by any city in the world. 
The bridges are of a total ap­ 
proximately 
length 
of 
l l 
miles 
and the tunnels and tubes each 
average the tunnels and tubes each 
mile. Combined they carry 64 rail­ 
road, 
subway, elevated 
and 
sur­ 
face car tracks, spreading in all 
directions from Manhattan. In ad­ 
dition there are roadways for ve­ 
hicular traffic on visually all the 
bridges. 
Leading 
all 
other 
underground 
passageways in size will be the new 
Hudson 
River 
vehicular 
tunnel, 
which is expected to be ready for 
use in 1926 at a cost of more than 
$30,000,000. Each of its twin tubes 
will measure 30 feet in diameter. 
It will be 9,210 feet long, and more 
than 
1,000 
fett under the river 
To carry off the poisonous exhaust 
gas from pleasure cars and trucks, 
a marvelous ventelating system is 
being installed. 
Sixteen of the tubes under the 
East River carry subway trains of 
the rapid transit system. Without 
them the numberless workers now 
employed in Manhattan would have 
to 
look 
elsewhere 
for a 
living. 
Thousands of them daily pass un­ 
der the river for distances as great 
as a mile without once looking up 
from 
their papers, or being im­ 
pressed with the thought that they 
are actually 
speeding 
beneath 
a 
real river. 
Of the bridges, the Queensboro 
Bridge is the longest, with a total 
length of 7.449 feet. It is built on 
the 
cantilever 
principle 
and 
its 
maximum span is 1,182 feet. The 
Williamsburg 
Bridge comes 
next, 
with a length of 7,308 feet and a 
record maximum span of 1,600 feet. 
The Manhattan Bridge is 6,308 feet 
long and the Brooklyn Bridge al­ 
though 
more 
famous 
than 
the 
others, 
is only 
6,016 
feet 
long. 
The 
Manhattan 
Bridge 
was ihe 
most expensive to build, costing 
$31,084,705. 
These 
four 
bridges 
cost a total of $97,959,133. 
While these tunnels and bridges 
considered as a unit, are one of 
the wonders of the modern world, 
engineers say that It will be neces­ 
sary constantly to add to them If 
the city is to expand normally and 
achieve a natural growth. The tax­ 
payers of New York no doubt often 
regret that their famous wonder­ 
land 
is 
entirely 
surrounded 
by 
water.
